_ This knowledge would save a deal 
of trouble in the care of these young ani- 


mals. 
The census of the potato crop of 1889 in 
this State, ROW being taken, will not fairly 
represent this important crop to our State, 
with the possible exception of Aroostook 
county. in all sections of the State this 
side of Aroostook, the crop was seriously 
cut oft by the rust, and could not be set 
down as more than half a good crop in 
yield. ‘This cut-off will appear in the cen- 
gus, and will stand against us in future 
reckonings for the next decade. All the 
New England and Middle States, in this re- 
jl] stand in the same box. 
————— 
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Asaresult of what is accomplished by 
fostering” an industry, the cheese making 
of the Province of Ontario is a striking ex- 
ample. Canada last year sold cheese to the 
amount of $8,871,205. This is more than 
twice the value of our entire export of 
manufactures. ‘This great increase in the 
pusiness and in the quality of the product, 
has been brought about by the Govern- 
ment aiding the dairy associations, by 
printing and distributing their reports, and 
by the instruction given at their model 
farm, and at Farmers’ Institutes, through 
which the makers have been able to meet 
the demands of their markets in the quality 
of the product made. And yet, we have 
those among us who can see no call for aid 
to agriculture in any of its branches. 


Dr. Hoskins, of the Vermont Watchman, 
picks us up on the paragraph we threw oft 
a few weeks ago, cautioning Maine gar- 
deners against investing money at high 
prices in new and untried sorts of grapes, 
and advises us to try afew more kinds 
which he names. And then if they don’t 
come tu time before the advent of frost, he 
suggests the wiring, &c., to hasten the 
ripening. Don’t think, Bro. Hoskins, we 
haven't here in Maine been through all the 
long list of varieties a fluent linguist can 
name, aud tried all the snigdoms ever 
studied up to outdo nature. In return we 
have got a bounteous harvest of knowledge, 
but only a few grapes. But this knowl- 
edge has cost big money. So we would 
still say, let the experimenters prove the 
varieties, and when they find one that will 
ripen its fruit here, it will be time enough 
w invest in it. There has been much 
money fooled away on kinds not suited to 
our locality. 


Ina paper read before a Farmers’ Insti- 
tute at Williamsburg, Mass., by Hon. 
Henry Winn, on the great subject of taxa- 
tion, the speaker closed with the following 
ringing words : 

Isay then, boldly, and I wish you to 
carry the thought to your firesides, that 
youare needlessly plundered, in violation 
of the canons of honest taxation, and large- 
ly to build up great fortunes, by more than 
all you are able to save for the support of 
your declining years. Noris thisall. A 
powerful party, headed by some of your 
trusted leaders, and having all the acces- 
wries that control legislation, is struggling 
torob you of twice as much more by the 
general exemption of chattels.

Hoeing. 

And now the hoeing is in order. There 
we & great many boys, and some hired 
wen, who consider hoeing dull business, 

aad some farmers themselves look upon it 
apiece of farm drudgery. Whether it 
tedull and laborious drudgery, depends in 
imeasure on how one takes hold of the 
work, ‘here isa chance to put intellect 
ato even this kind of work, and sometimes 
icareful study of why we hoe at all, and 
how it shall be done, will be more effective 
ot results than the exercise of extreme mus- 
tular power. We hoe to kill weeds. A 
ful comprehension of this fact may be 
mide to goa great way towards accom- 
plishing the work. Wedo not hoe to dig, 
wd never should dig to hoe. The soil 
would be fined before the seed is put in the 
sound, and once loosened and pulverized 
When in proper condition of moisture, the 
lier working had better be to firm it 
hither than loosen. All plants thrive bet- 
‘t with the soil firm, rather than loose, if 
‘particles are not cemented together. So 
he hoeing, with all plants that do not re- 
uire hilling—and if the previous culture 
tus been all right, it is doubtful if hilling 
scalled for in any case—should be a mere 
turlace skimming process to kill the weeds. 
This relieves the labor factor connected 
With the work to a great degree, and 
‘ansfers the most of what is called for to the 
‘am power. Experiments, carefully con- 
usted, have conclusively proved that this 
tere surface hoeing brings better crops 
tua the old process of deep digging. We 
‘woot here stop to go into the detail of 
‘uses why this should so prove. The 
“udying out of the reasons for such re- 
Nis will give employment to the mind of 
‘he operator while he is doing the work, and 
hus will leave no room for dullness or the 
usciousness of drudgery. Much of the 
“ll fashioned digging among the corn 
"ved quite as much to kill the corn as to 
y the weeds. 

Vultivetors should be constructed and so

Complete eradication. 
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Beef Prospects. 


The prospect ahead on the beef market 
is not very encouraging at least. The 
market abroad is thoroughly demoralized, 
and exporters who have contracts on the 
steamers for space are losing heaps of 
money. Week before last the shipments, 
dead and alive, amounted to 15,000 head, 
and on them exporters realized a loss of 
full $450,000. With some shippers the loss 
was fully $35 a head on every steer sent 
over. Yet, inthe face and eyes of such 
losses, the space on the steamers is con- 
tracted for ahead, in some cases till Sep- 
tember, and must be paid whether cattle go 
over or not. At the going rates of $20 a 
head, it is a choice of which will incur the 
greater loss. The Cultivator reports one 
shipper as offering $30,000 for a release of 
his contract with one steamer. The price 
of beef abroad at this time is about nine 
cents a pound for the very best, and with 
an average not above eight cents. A year 
ago this time it run from twelve to thirteen 
and a half cents, and with freights five to 
seven dollars a head lower than now. 

This condition of the foreign trade will, 
and has already, reacted on the home price, 
and is permanently knocking off a good 
measure of the advance that had been made 
and which it was hoped had come to stay. 
Those farmers among us who have let go 
their fat oxen, and have secured the quite 
handsome advance, evidently have done 
the right thing. Those, however, who let 
the higher price inspire them with so much 
hope for the future as to hold for antici- 
pated further advance, must be disappoint- 
ed. It is plain enough that any very great 
and permanent advance in the beef interests, 
is still somewhere in the unknown future. 


Animal vs. Pedigree. 


Our long time friend and contributor, 
Wm. H. Pearson of Vassalboro, writes that 
the editorial in the Farmer, a short time 
since, on herd books and good animals, re- 
minds him of an incident between some 
cattle celebrities of the days lang syne in 
that home of the cattle breeding interests 
of the State, the Kennebec valley. The 
story, for the point it makes, is good enough 
to bear recording. 

Col. Greene, then a resident of the town 
of Winslow, and whom some of the older 
people still well remember, was an import- 
er and breeder of Shorthorn cattle, and 
being a gentleman fluent of speech, and 
given to a good deal of talk when visitors 
came to examine his stock, having the ped- 
igree of each anima) at his tongue’s end, he 
was quite naturally very profuse in his 
pedigree rehearsals. Capt. Lawrence of 
Fairfield Center, and John Otis, his neigh- 
bor, were celebrated the country over for 
their herds of fine oxen. They were keen 
judges of cattle, and spared no pains nor 
expense in selecting and improving their 
herds. On one occasion the Captain and 
his neighbor went over in company to Col. 
Green’s to purchase a bull for service at 
their own farms. Proceeding to the barns, 
as they were shown one after another of 
the animals, the Colonel, as usual, dilated 
with great volubility on the pedigree of 
each, and persistently followed it up with 
the full measure of eloquence with which 
he was liberally gifted. Neither of his 
visitors were literary men—they knew good 
cattle every time, but were not read up in 
cattle lore, or recorded pedigree, as are the 
cattle men of to-day. So after listening to 
the Colonel’s long drawn harangues on 
pedigree till patience was exhausted, the 
Captain petulantly broke out with, ‘‘D——n 
your ‘digree, Colonel! What we want is 
the animal.” 

And Mr. Pearson adds, that it seems to 
him the reply has the whole thing in a nut- 
shell: ‘However long the ‘ ‘digree,’ what 
is wanted is the animal.” 


The Fruit Blossom. 


Apple trees were in full bloom in this 
section of the State, June 1st to the 4th. 
The bloom was not so general with all va- 
rieties as some years is the case, although 
there was enough for a good crop of fruit. 
Baldwins generally bore last season, it will 
be remembered, and as a consequence trees 
of this variety showed but little bloom and 
many of them none at all. It is certain 
from the start that the crop of Baldwins in 
this State will this year be very light. 
Rhode Island Greenings were éverywhere 
full enough, and the same may be said of 
the Bellflower, Harvey, Black Oxford, 
Wealthy, Fameuse and other miscellaneous 
sorts of less note. The evidence seems to 
be again repeated that if one wants fruit 
every year, other kinds besides the Bald- 
win must be planted. 

Pears and plum trees gave a good bloom 
and are showing a strong and thrifty con- 
dition. There is little question but this will 
prove a bearing year for these fruits. 

We believe the reasons for fruit blossoms 
setting or blighting have not yet been in- 
fallibly laid down, so the outcome of this 
bloom is still among the uncertainties. At 
this time the outlook is favorable for 
afull crop of all kinds of fruit save the 
Baldwin apple.

Oleo Under the Original Package De- 
cision. 








The “original package” decision of the 
United States Supreme Court is of wider 
importance than an application to the cases 
under decision. Under this decision it is 
now claimed that the State laws cannot in- 
terfere or in any way restrict the sale of 
oleomargarine if offered in the original 
packages in which it was transported into 
the State where so offered. This practically 
opens up the trade without serious restric- 
tion by law anywhere, for it is an easy 
matter for the manufacturer of this product 
to put up his product in any form in which 
purchasers may wish to take it.

The Grange at West Camden, like many 
others, has been working against odds, the 
principal one, perhaps, being the want of a 
hall; yet, in spite of obstacles, steady 
growth has been maintained, and but fora 
driving rain storm, a large meeting would 
here have been held. As it was, a fair num- 
ber were present at the public meeting in the 
evening, and listened patiently to the 
speaker as he attempted to show the rela- 
tion which the order of Patrons of Hus- 
bandry bears to the agriculture of to-day. 
The Grange suffers also because the Master 
has moved several miles away, and his at- 
tendance is necessarily uncertain, but it is 
fortunate in having an Overseer, Sister 
J. B. Wentworth, who is fully alive to the 
work, and a most efficient officer. Several 
applications have lately been received, and 
new members are on the way. Earnest 
work on the part of the faithful ones is 
bearing legitimate fruit, and this Grange 
has a brighter future before it. 

An hour was spent in the stables of Mr. 
G. Ingraham, who, if nota patron, is in 
full sympathy with the order, looking over 
his superior stock of horses. One-of the 
finest and one of the best seen anywhere 
this year, is the two-year-old iron-gray 
stallion, by Nelson 2144, dam by the 
noted pacer Aral 2.2544, half mile trial in 
1.04. A better formed, harder built, more 
compact, better put together colt can hard- 
ly be found in Maine, and in addition to all 
the rest, he bas a license to fly, because he 
is bred for that purpose. His owner con- 
fidently expects that he will turn the Maine 
tracks this year in 2.30; pretty good time 
for a two-year-old, if he isapacer. He is 
worth going some distance to see. In an- 
other stall stands a bay filly, three years 
old, whose breeding would be known as 
soon as her head and ears are seen. She 
is an own sister to the two-year-old, is 
large, well formed and very fast. She is 
now booked to Edgemark, and next year 
will be given a low record. Avother 
gamey mare is a daughter of Aral, her dam 
being his granddam. She, too, is very fast. 
In another stall is a daughter of Geo. 
Wilkes, Jr.,a grand good brood mare of 
excellent parts; and last, but by no means 
least, a gelding by Dr. Franklin, a pacer. 
Mr. Ingrabam’s fancy is for pacers, and he 
has a remarkable faculty in developing 
them. Here is a good farm, land in excel- 
lent condition, and upon the knoll, back of 
the house, is the half mile track, where the 
horses and colts are fitted for their con- 
tests. 

Driving out after the evening meeting, 

we spent the night at the home of tae 
Worthy Overseer. Bro. Wentworth has 
not a large farm, but he is, by good man- 
agement, raising it to a high state of culti- 
vation, and yearly increasing the hay crop. 
In the barn we found four as good cows as 
are often seen. One, twelve years old, 
came in July, 1889; one, three years old, 
March, °89; one, two years old, March, ‘90; 
and one, two years old in January, 90. A 
family of eight use what milk and butter 
they want, and in addition, there were sold, 
from Oct. 19 to Nov. 19, having only the 
milk of two cows, 68!¢ lbs.; Nov. 19 to 
Dec. 19, 71 lbs.; Dec. 19 to Jan. 19, 68% 
lbs.; Jan. 19 to Feb. 19, one heifer’s milk 
being added, 934g lbs.; Feb. 19 to Mar. 19, 
85% ibs. The last heifer’s milk was added 
Mar. 14. From Mar. 19 to Apr. 19, using 
the milk of the four, the butter sold was 
116% lbs., or almost a pound a day from 
each one, after supplying this large fam- 
ily. The cows are grade Jerseys, and their 
feed has been shorts, corn meal, cotton 
seed meal, and good English hay morning 
and night, with meadow hay at noon. 
Muck and moss are used for bedding, and 
the stock was as clean as though just 
driven from a summer pasture. When the 
age, time in milk, and everything is con- 
sidered, this little herd of cows is proving 
a sure mine of wealth to their owner, and 
they show what may be done by good man- 
agement on any farm in Maine. 
, Camden and Hope are beautiful towns to 
drive over in pleasant weather. The views 
seen from the hilltops and where the road 
passes over the mountain, are magnificent; 
but as we turned, hoping to get a glimpse 
of the beauty, only a sheet of fog and fall- 
ing mist met our gaze. The glory of the 
landscape is hidden by the rain clouds. At 
Hope we were made welcome in the home 
of those true patrons, Brother and Sister 
Metcalf. Another severe rain prevented a 
large Grange session in the evening, but in 
the afternoon, a good number were present 
at the public meeting. Hope is a good 
farming town. If the hillsides are rocky, 
they are also productive. Orchards thrive, 
and fruit-growing is coming to be a lead- 
ing industry. This Grange has been doing 
effective work, increasing its membership 
and enlarging the circle of its usefulness. 
Bro. Metcalf, with whom we tarried, is the 
fortunate owner of four superior red Dur- 
ham cows. Their equals it would be diffi- 
cult to find in Maine. From these, besides 
supplying the family, he last year sold 1200 
lbs. of butter. A grade Jersey has now 
been added, and a comparative test will 
now be made to ascertain which is the most 
profitable animal tokeep. Another brother 
has been testing the pork question, and 
finds that, buying fall pigs, and not count- 
ing the skim milk fed, pig pork can be put 
on the market for three cents a pound. 
Others are experimenting in other lines, 
and the results are brought to the Grange 
for comparison and discussion. For the 
kindness received at the hands of Bro. and 
Sister Metcalf, we shall ever be truly 
grateful. 

But few towns in Maine are more attrac- 
tive than Union. On the sides of the hills, 
and stretching away down the valleys and 
along the shores of the ponds, are some of 
the best farms to be found anywhere in the 
country. Neatly painted, white houses, 
with long, red barns, add to the picture, 
and the stranger, looking for an attractive 
farm home, where all the conditions seem 
to be favorable for prosperity, would feel 
as he surveyed this scene, that here would 
be found the spot where he could live and 
succeed. The farmers of Union should 
boom their town, and the business men 
bring into prominence the magnificent 
water privileges. Maine abounds in oppor- 
tunities for permanent investments, where 
sure returns may be secured, and in Union 
many of these may be noticed. Seven 
Tree Grange has made wonderful progress 
the past six months, forty-five having been 
added to the membership. A commodious 
building has been purchased, and the 
second story finished into a neat, attractive 
hall. With such a home, there is every in- 
ducement for growth, and here will be one 
of the powerful bodies of the State. Fully 
seventy were present at the Grange session, 
and the hours passed altogether too quick- 
ly. The man or woman eligible to mem- 
bership, and living near such a Grange 
home, has much to be thankful for, and in 
improving the opportunities, will find 
comfort and satisfaction than is 
possible outside the gates. 

Some little time was spent in the charm- 
ing home of Bro. W. A. Lace, and to him 
and each member of his family we feel un- 
der lasting obligations, for their thought- 
ful care and Christian sympathy. Hereisa 
farm which is smiling under excellent care 
and thorough cultivation. A better look- 
ing orchard can hardly be found, and the 
ground beneath the trees has been so 





thoroughly worked by the hogs, that hard- 
ly a grass root or weed could be seen. 
Naturally the trees are thrifty and very 
productive. Bro. Luce seems to be 
peculiarly fitted for the work he is engaged 
upon, the growing of small fruits, for 
everything indicates excellent care. He 
now has one acre and a half of straw- 
berries, and while testing new varieties, 
finds the Crescent, Sharpless, Wilson, Pro- 
lific and Manchester the best. One acre is 
in raspberries—the Marlboro and Golden 
Queen. The Snyder blackberry is also ex- 
tensively cultivated. This work receives 
his best thought and attention; and while 
some good horses might be seen in the 
stables, and the farm showed good cultiva- 
tion, here is where the interest centres. 
Under proper management, the business is 
proving a success, and will be increased. 
Having an excellent opportunity for testing 
new varieties, he will make these a study, 
with a view to supplyirg Maine farmers 
and fruit growers with choice, hardy plants 
of most valuable varieties. Having seen 
the work attempted, and learned some- 
thing of the methods applied, we can most 
heartily endorse Bro. Luce, and assure any 
wishing plants that they will here obtain 
reliable stock. 

The ride up George’s river to Appleton 
only confirms the opinion formed on driving 
in from another section. Rain and wind 
greeted us here, and again prevented the 
full attendance of patrons or their friends. 
The afternoon was largely spentin an in- 
formal discussion of the food question, some 
of the farmers having found increased re- 
sults follow reduced and better balanced 
rations. A combination of circumstances 
have conspired to prevent the growth of 
Georges Valley Grange, but owning their 
hall, they are determined, and because of 
this, will succeed. A night was spent at 
the home of Hon. 8. J. Gushee, one of the 
well known men of Knox county, who has 
had long experience in the halls of legisla- 
tiun at Augusta. He is a large farmer, in 
addition to his many other interests. In 
his stable, we found the black stallion 
Frank Nelson, which attracted so much at- 
tention at the Eastern State Fair, where 
shown by New Brunswick owners. He is 
now six years old, stands 15-3 and weighs 
1080. Was by Flying Dutchman, dam by 
Imported Blackbird. His record 2 44%, by 
no means measures his speed, and if no ac- 
cident befalls bim, he will be heard from on 
Maine tracks this year. Crossing the hills 
to Washington, one obtains splendid views 
of all the surrounding country. The temp- 
tation was strong, and we did not resist, 
but drove a little out of our way that an 
hour might be spent with those faithful 
workers, Bro. and Sister Stone. The public 
meeting at Washington in their new hall, 
was the most enthusiastic of the trip, the 
number present being large, and all in- 
terested in the discussion of the questions 
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mission among the people. To ail those 
who have éontributed to the interest of the 
meetings, we feel to express thanks, be- 
cause in so many cases this has been dene 
in the midst of discouraging storms, or 
threatening clouds. When next we visit 
these counties, it is hoped that fair weather 
may be the rule, and not the exception.

Little Fence Needed. 


One of the plainest marks of the march 
of progress that is going on in rural com- 
munities the State over, is the absence of 
fences. It was but a few years ago that 
every farm, field, plot and door-yard was 
surrounded with a fence or something in 
the form of an apology for one. And every 
owner of this land thought it must be 
fenced. The Board of Agriculture started 
the idea that much of this fence was a use- 
less incumbrance, and from that time to 
this, fences have been rapidly disappearing. 
First road fences, then door-yard fences 
and division fences, one after the other, 
have disappeared as no longer needed. The 
line fences in many cases are now going 
with the rest. In fact it is coming to be 
recognized that it is only for the enclosure 
of pastures that fences are anywhere called 
for. This reduces the fence burden toa 
trifling matter and is a great relief to the 
farmer. There is now and then a farmer 
still to be found who has not yet caught up 
with this farthest advance of the fence 
question, but they are all coming on and 
will not long remain behind. So great a 
saving cannot long be ignored when so 
plainly visible. 
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fully seventy were present at the Grange 
session in the evening, where another pleas- 
ant and long to be remembered meeting 
was held. Bros. Moody and Staples of 
Medomak Valley were present, and aided 
much in the interest of the session, the dis- 
cussion being general. In the very pleasant 
home of Bro. L. M. Staples, we were made 
welcome, as we had been wherever we have 
visited. Although Bro. Staples lives at 
Washington, only a very short distance 
from the Grange hall, he is Master of Me- 
domak Valley Grange, three or four miles 
away. He is a busy lawyer, having a large 
practice at the Courts of Knox, Lincoln and 
Waldo, but whenever possible, is at his post 
at the Grange hall, to do what he can for 
the order. 

Driving back twelve miles to East Unicn, 
the closing meeting for the county was held 
in the midst of severe showers. The Grange 
session in the afternoon was small, but in 
the evening a large audience braved the 
elements to attend the public meeting. If 
they received compensation for coming out, 
then surely they place a higher estimate on 
the lecture than did the speaker. With 
such an interest, this Grange should in- 
crease in power, numbers and usefulness. 
After a beautiful Sabbath, and the pleasure 
of attending church services, we start 
towards home through Waldo county. 
Stopping at South Montville, a very enj>y- 
able evening was passed with the Grange 
here, the attendance being very large. The 
manper in which the work is carried for- 
ward, testified to the faithfulness of the 
members, and explains the reason for its 
substantial growth. At Freedom another 
rain storm interfered with the plans, but in 
spite of this, the patrons gathered in their 
large and comfortable home, where another 
good meeting was held. This Grange has 
made large additions this spring, and others 
are on the way. Among the faithful work- 
ers, are Bro. and Sister Bellows, well known 
to the patrons of the State. Between the 
showers, we took a ride over a portion of 
Bro. B.’s farm of four hundred acres, 
inspected his large flock of sheep, a superior 
lot, and di d prospects. In resp 
to the question whether there was money 
in farming, he pointed to a farm of 120 
acres and said, ‘‘My son bought that farm 
five years ago, and at the end of four years, 
had paid for it out of the products taken 
from the fields and orchards.” 

Driving out one mile, a few hours were 
spent at the home of Bro. D. B. Johnson, 
one of the efficient ex-members of the Board 
of Agriculture. Inside and out, on the farm 
and about the buildings, everything is at- 
tractive, the barn having been built with 
special reference to convenience and com- 
fort. Quite a herd of cows are kept, and 
dairying is to be a leading feature. Good 
colts are being raised, and these are in de- 
mand. Not only are all the wastes saved, 
protected, and utilized, but Bro. Johnson 
has been finding excellent returns from the 
use of the Dirigo Grass Fertilizer, some of 
his crop reports being very heavy. Thus his 
farm is constantly increasing in productive- 
ness and value, and the sure results are 
being secured. Muddy, rough roads have 
been met everywhere, and as we approach 
home, the troubles increase. Heavy thunder 
showers prevented a full attendance of Al- 
bion Grange, though more came out than 
were expected. This is another effective 
organization alive to the interests of the 
farmers and their families. Looking over 
the farm of Bro. O. Meader, one could see 
signs of improvement. The loaded mows

Butter Making. 


Editor Maine Farmer: Isaw an article in 
your valuable paper of May Ist, headed 
“Butter making—The two systems com- 
ared,” written by A. P. Ayer, Windham. 
Bro. Ayer has started a nail in the right 
direction, and I hope he will drive it home 
and clinch it, as is both capable and 
able. I have seen a great deal written on 
co-operative butter making, but it was all 
on one side, from the butter makers, or men 
interested financially in the factory or 
business. It is called ‘‘Co-operative butter 
making,” but it looks to me Jike the far- 
mers that were disputing over the old cow 
while the lawyer stole the milk. Co. and 
Op. would be a better name, I think, for 
the business. Op. the parties who collect 
the cream, make the butter, sell it, pay all 
the expenses of running the yet to- 
gether with good salaries for all officials, 
making it a good money makiag business; 
while the Co.3 stands back behind the fence 
with hands extended to receive whatever 
remains for them. 

They have fed and milked the cows, 
strained every nerve to make them make 
all the cream possible; they have pledged 
themselves to furnish cream to the Op.s, 
and they.in justice are bound to do it, no 
matter whether it makes or loses them 
money. If they happen to be share hold- 
ers they get adividend. Suppose they do, 
they get iton top of nothing, while Op.s 
get iton top of a good paying business. 

When the operation of factory butter 
making commenced, it was all creamery, 
creamery ; just as though dairy butter was 
made of skimmed milk, or some other ref- 
use matter. Everybody wanted creamery 
butter; it was just lovely, it was so much 
nicer and sweeter—so much more beautiful- 
ly colored and flavored, and is churned 
every day, and of course must be better 
than common butter. Now if I know any- 
thing about the matter, consumers have 
been terribly humbugged. In the first 
place, the cream is collected from the far- 
mers, clean and dirty ones, good, bad, and 
indifferent altogether, put into a can or 
tank, taken to the factory, where it is doc- 
tored and made or churned into butter, then 
it is salted, colored and moulded for mar- 
ket, and it isa nice looking butter. This 
is factory butter, just the same as any other 
factory goods, nothing more nor less, and 
they never can, nor never will lead home 
packed productions. 

I have been experimenting with deep 
eans for raising cream, nearly a year, and 
have given them up in disgust. I cannot 
make what I call good butter with them. 
In the first place | bought two sets of cans, 
so as to have each set a 
before being filled with milk. ey were 
washed, scalded, and aired twelve hours 
each time before using; no milk allowed to 
be put into them a second time without 
cleaning. When the cans were filled with 
milk, they were lowered into a well which has 
an acqueduct running from it all the time. 
This well is dug or blasted in a ledge, and 
is as cool and pure a well of water as there 
isin the State. The water is boiling up 
and running from it like a boiling spring 
all the time, summer winter. The 
cans stay in this well twenty-four hours, 
when they are taken out and the milk 
drawn off, leaving the cream, which is 
shown by a glass, when it is drawn out 
and put in atin cream pot to ripen, which 
takes two or three ys. After it has 
ri it is churned into butter, which

night, as sible. After milking in the 
morning, the cows get another feed of hay. 
Then the barn is cleaved up, the cows card- 
ed, brushed, and bedded with straw, and 
left until 12 0’clock, when they are fed a 
light feed of bay. After eating this they 
are turned into the yard, two at a time, 
where they are watered under a shed from 
water that runs three hundred and fifty 
feet through a one-half inch galvanized iron 
pipe, from the well I have already de- 
scribed. 

After they are all watered, we give them 
their feed of grain which this winter has 
been this: One quart cotton seed meal, 
one qu%rt corn meai, and two quarts brap. 
After eating this meal they are scraped 
back, bedded, and left until half past five 
or nearly six o'clock. Then they are fed 
to hay and milked. After milking, we give 
them a feed of hay, making in all about 
twelve or fourteen pounds of hay each, a 
day. Then we bed and leave them for the 
night. You will see by this, our cows get 
a clean bed three times aday; carded and 
brushed once, and watered but once. We 
always watered twice a day before, and I 
find in watering once, the cows always 
drink, while watering twice there would be 
times they would not drink but little, if any 
water through the day. I am not hardly 
satisfied which is the best. J have seme- 
times thought the cows drank too much 
cold water at a time when they were 
watered but once a day; but the cows never 
were heartier or more rugged than they are 
this spring. They are looking nice and 
smooth, and were pronounced the best 
looking lot of cows in town by the assess- 
ors. 
Our way of making butter, now we have 
set aside the creamery process,is this. We 
set our milk in common tin pans, that 
are kept sweet and clean; after the milk 
has set a proper time, the cream is taken off 
with a tin skimmer, put into a tin cream 
pot, and churned twice or three times a 
week, according to the amount of cream 
we get. Ittakes about fifteen minutes to 
bring the butter, which comes as hard and 
solid as a rock; then itis taken out of the 
churn, the buttermilk spanked or worked 
out, which I think is the proper way. I do 
not believe the buttermilk can be properly 
washed out so butter will keep well. After 
the buttermilk is all worked out, the butter 
is salted and moulded for market. 
The butter from the creamery cans was 
made precisely the same, and I would not 
give so much by ten cents a pound for it as 
I would for the other. It is less work to 
use cans than pans, but the quality of the 
butter will more than pay the differ- 
ence. 

I sell my butter toastore in Portland, 
for 26 cents a pound the year through, 
and find it just a fair paying business. 
This butter commands the highest price 
from the store, and is called the best butter 
in the market. AsI said, it is pure butter, 
not a particle of butter color put into it 
summer or winter, and should be called 
cream butter. I think consumers have 
already discovered the difference between 
the two butters, dairy and factory, for I 
find there is more call for dairy butter than 
there is for factory butter. Any way, the 
firm that has my butter is urging me to 
double my quantity, while the factory folks 
are urging them to take their butter ata 
considerable less figure. 

Now, farmers, Bro. Ayer has set the bal! 
rolling, take hold and help it move along. 
Everbody else advertises, why should not 
we? It will certainly help us. It is no use 
to be trampled upon by combinations. 
Stand up for your rights. Give the con- 
sumers pure goods, with your name 
stamped on them, from your farms, and 
they will remember you. There is lots of 
talk about organizing the farmers. It is 
impossible, it cannot be done. An organi- 
zation means to hold productions for a bet- 
ter price, which you cannot always get in 
amoment. A good many farmers are so 
poor that they have got to have the pro- 
ducts of their farms every week, or they 
cannot get along. That is one reason why 
they cannot be organized, and I could name 
several. But enough for this time.

What is the Matter? 


Is there anything the matter with the 
farming interest? Some seem to think 
there is nothing the matter with the farm- 
ing interest, and all this ado about low 
prices and overproduction is merely imagin- 
ary. And taking one view of the case it 
really appears so. To be sure, beef, our 
main product, and the one around which 
almost everything centres, is low compared 
to what it has been. But even beef is high 
compared with the prices of fifty years ago. 
Butter, eggs, lambs, and many other pro- 
ducts, are higher, and taken on the whole, 
farm products are considerably higher than 
in the distant past. Notwithstanding all 
this the impression has got abroad that 
something is the matter with the farmin 
interest. High officials in govermental 
voluntary organizations, have set them- 
selves to work to assign causes and devise 
remedies. There are some tangible and un- 
mistakabie evidences that all this ado is not 
without some sufficient reason. 
hardly need name. Though disputed in 
some quarters, it is evident that the farm- 
ing interest is in a yo ~ condition. 
Except in some favored locality, farms are 
scarcely salable at any -- Many have 
been annexed to hboring farms, and 
many more are lying idle, or used only for 
pasture, and when any sale is made it is at 
a price far less than of former times, 
when farming produce was no higher than 
now. What is the reason? There are sev- 
eral. But before I presume to give any 
inkling of my own opinion, let us take a 


look at the genera! sentiment of the country 
as exp' by the most prominent of our 
leading citizens. 


Onethinks that not enough brains are 
used in the processes of agriculture, another 
attributes all the difficulty to the excessive 
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price far below cost, in order to ward off 
the calamity of losing their whole venture. 

So thoroughly have these causes been at 
work, and so tthe distress occasioned 
thereby, that in some States the farmers by 
thousands have petitioned their legislatures 
for the enactment of stay laws to protect 
them, and save their homes from the gras 
of the creditor. Something like this must 
have occurred in every department of busi- 
ness, the glut of the market, the numerous 
failures, and the facility with which busi- 
ness plants are — into the hands of 
foreign capitalists, being the evidence. 
That there is a large under-consumption of 
domestic goods cannot be disputed. It is 
known that there are some people who con- 
tend that we as a people are growing rich, 
and others that we are growing poor. 
Here is a pretty goéd chance for dispute, 
as both are true. There are some growing 
rich and some growing poor. The poor are 
the most numerous, and the restriction of 
purchases by them is greatly felt in the 
market. But here I must stop, as I am 
getting too nn into the subject. 

It is my opinion that there exists a mis- 
taken policy that injures the country. by 
restricting trade and causing goods to ac- 
cumulate in the market, that might be 
profitably exchanged with other countries, 
thereby relieving our crowded markets, 
and setting the wheels of business in 
motion. But I forbear at present, as I wish 
to present a few thoughts in relation to 
what is to be done in the present crisis. 
Many plans are proposed, among which 
restriction of production seems the most 
prominent. This is already causing great 
distress among manufacturing operatives, 
thousands of whom are starving, when 
food was never so cheap. While children 
are crying for bread, and strong men faint- 
ing with hunger, it is ayy | gy to 
restrict the production of food. I regard 
this as dangerous. [ have seen a com- 
munity precipitated froma high point of 
fancied prosperity to the very verge of 
starvation. Let the policy of restriction of 
food be pursued for afew years, and then 
there come a series of unfavorable seasons, 
and sixty millions of people, crying for 
bread, would present a scene of horror.

Solving the Problem for the Farmers. 


Editor Muine Farmer: As the tax ques- 
tion is being agitated, I wish to give your 
readers an idea that might help out my 
specialty, live stock, the depression of which 
is a very serious question for Maine’s agri- 
cultural prosperity. It is a fact that can- 
not be controverted, that to make a success 
of farming in New England, the hay and 
crops must be largely consumed on the 
farms to keep up their fertility, and must 
be fed to live stock, the price of which has 
ruled so low for several years as to fairly 
discourage Maine farmers, who, we think, 
unwisely, have reduced their stock, some 
going entirely out of its production, with 
an idea to raise and eel] hay as a staple crop. 
This scheme, wholly impracticable, is 
nipped in the bud by the large surplus of 
hay being forced onto the market which 
has reduced the price of this crop way be- 
low the non-paying price of cattle. So we 
farmers find ourselves in a dilemma not 
easy to solve; yet we believe this tax ques- 
tion can be so handled as to assist the ag- 
riculturists of Maine to extricate them- 
selves from their perilous condition, and 
work no injury to any class, as it is a con- 
ceeded fact t any other avocation and 
calling is wholly dependent on the pros- 
perity of the farmer, and he is wholly de- 
pendent on the profitable production of live 
stock to keep up the fertility and pro- 
ducing power of the farm. 

The State of Maine should enact a tax 
law exempting all classes of live stock 
from taxation, and make as stringent laws, 
with as sharp penalties for the evasion of 
taxes by owners of all classes of real prop- 
erty, aa are in force in the collection of our 
revenues. Compel railroads, factories, 
merchants, and money lenders to give in a 
fair inventory of their property, at its actual 
value, and levy a tax on it, not on its earn- 
ings, as at the present time. It is a plain, 
undeniable fact that the agricultural inter- 
ests of Maine must be fostered by healthy 
laws, or these great industries, which gain 
their sustenance and support from the 
tillers of the soil, will soon find themselves 
crippled, as severing the roots causes the 
tree to wither. These are matters left 
wholly with the intelligence of the hus- 
bandmen of Maine, as they are not only the 
great majority as far as laber is concerned, 
and we believe, by the recent waking up in 
the Granges and newspapers, they will be- 
come the ruling power in the land.

The hen of good disposition is the one 
desired, therefore teach the growing chicks 
to look upon you as a friend. 





The rapid growing chick will bring its 
owner the most money, therefore study the 
food question that growth may be promoted. 





If the flocks are confined on gravel or 
dirt floors, give them at least one good feed 
of grass daily. 
have it for health. 


The busy hens produce the most eggs, 
therefore keep the flocks active. The lazy 
hens fatten the most rapidly, therefore con- 
fine the birds when you want to fit for mar- 
ket. 


Take a walk through the hen pens every 
night, after the biddies have gone to roost. 
Look them over; see that the combs are 
in healthy condition. The comb is the 
hen’s barometer, for it tells the story of 
condition. If any are sick, remove at once. 
Look in the nests, and if any one has a de- 
sire to be broody, remove at once to close 
quarters, and leave for twenty-four hours, 
then after dark, place her back on the 
roost, and the trouble is over. Leave her 
on the nest over night, and the task is far 
more difficult. 


What are the economic laws which un- 
derlie success?

CEREALINE Popping. Four cupfuls of 
Cerealine Flakes; two-thirds of a cupfal of 
molasses, One quart of milk; two and 
a grain of salt. Bake two and a hours 
in a moderate oven. Serve with cream. 
This is a light and delicious pudding. 

CEREALINE Murrins. One cupful of 
Cerealine; one cupful of flour; one H 
one heaping teaspoonful of baking powder, 
anda littlesalt.

fuls of lard rubbed in cold; four eggs, well 
beaten ; two cupfuls of Cerealine, mixed to 
a batter with one and a half pints of milk.

Nobody is afraid, nowaday, to express the 
fact that they are making their colina, or 
that they decline to undertake this or that 
expense because they “‘cannot afford it.’

A distinguished wo- 
man doctor of our acquaintance could live 
in perfect independence on her inherited 
fortune were it not that she has a passion for 
the healing art, and for helping her own sex, 
especially, out of theirailments. Her large 
practice was neither begun nor carried on 
because it is necessary in that sense—though 
women physicians are absolutely necessary 
for the refinements of practice—except that 
nobody ever found fault with a larger in- 
come, especially if it beearned. Women now 
understand the sweetness of making their 
own money ; they are no longer in the atti- 
tude of apologizing or explaining away the 
necessity of being at wa. They honestly 
enjoy their $1000 check for an etching, or 
their $500 for a serial story, even if they 
would have had bread and butter and choco- 
late without it. Let us congratulate each 
other that the world grows older and more 
sensibie. ‘The new world is now old enough 
to be proud of its opportunities, to be proud 
of its usefulness among nations, and to 
value, also, the wholesale characteristics in 
family life, in personal qualities that have 
had such fine opportunities to grow in this 
fertile soil. If they seem to be threatened 
with either of the alternatives we have of- 
fered us from abroad—too slavish and blind 
& devotion to certain fashions of life and 
certain social estimates of enjoyment—or, 
for the darker side, the too ready acceptance 
of revolutionary theories—there is better 
enjoyment and a truer appreciation of 
American life in its real qualities.

Excellence of Salt. 


If the feet are tired or painful after long 
standing, great relief can be had by bathing 
them in salt water. A handful of salt to a 
gallon of water is the right proportion. 
Have the water as hot as can be com ‘ortably 
borne. Immerse the feet and throw the 
water over the legs as far as the knees with 
the hands. When the water becomes too 
cool, rub briskly with a flesh towel. This 
method, if used night and morning, will 
cure neuralgia of the feet. 

Carpets may be greatly brightened by 
first sweeping thoroughly and then go 
over them with a clean cloth and clear t 
and water. Use a cupful of coarse salt to a 
large basin uf water. 

Salt as a tooth pester is better than al- 
most anything that can be bought. It 
keeps the teeth brilliantly white and the 
gums hard and rosy. 

If, after having a tooth pulled, the mouth 
is filled with salt and water, it will allay the 
danger of having a hemorrhage. 

To clean willow furniture use salt and 
water. Apply with a nail-brush, scrub well 
and dry thoroughly. 

When broiling steak throw a little salt on 
the coals and the blaze from the dripping 
fat will not annoy. 

Damp salt will remove the discoloration of 
cups and saucers caused by tea and careless 
washing. 

Brass work can be kept beautifully bright 

occasionally rubbing with salt and 
vinegar. 

Wash the mica of the stove doors with 
salt and vinegar. 

Salt in whitewash will make it stick bet- 
r.

which he cannot run away, he was sent 
there last winter. 

They procured passes, and this afternoon, 
at 2.15 o’clock, on the Putnam Bradlee, we 
started for Deer Island, as I wished to 
see the little prisoner. We came past 
Governor’s Island, so harmless to all out- 
‘ward appearances, but honey-combed by 
deadly passages, and defended by many 
death-dealing machines, past Long Island, 
with its hospital, and were soon at Deer 
Island, where we landed and gave our 
passes to a very gentlemanly officer and 
walked slowly up the gravel walk between 
the smooth, green, mimic fields to the jail, 
where we entered the cool, neat of- 
fice, and, seating ourselves, waited. There 
was a tiny private office, and also a place 
enclosed by a railing, where the officers 
transacted the business of the place. The 
doctors were preparing to go down the 
harbor in the quarantine boat, and the 
newly landed prisoners came slowly 
along with the keen-eyed offivers to their 
home for the time being. 

There were a number waiting in the 
room, who had come on a similar errand, 
or one more sad; and after a little while a 
little procession of boys came in, among 
them our boy. He was dressed like the 
others, in a neat, substantial suit of blue, 
trimmed with brass buttons. The pants 
were long—his first long ones, too—and 
he looked quite a little man; but whata 
shamefaced one he was, as he kissed us all. 
His mother had taken “‘goodies” enough to 
keep him sick a month, unless a miracle 
should prevent, and those she gave him 
with true, motherly affection. Most of the 
boys were remembered ina similar manner, 
but none were doomed to so long a sick- 
ness as he. 

Poor little fellow. He had a composition 
he had written fora coming examination, 
in which he has given an account of his 
short life. Not very bad, surely; nothing 
but running away from home and sleeping 
in freight cars. On the merit of that he is 
hoping to get his discharge, so he told his 
papa, who read the little composition with 
his manly, fatherly eyes a little moist, de- 
spite all efforts to keep back the tears. 
I could not even think of it without crying 
a little, because I am a woman. He 
frightened us some by an idea he had of 
swimming the Gut, and leaving bis present 
home in that way. We all talked for a 
half hour of the terrible fate of nearly 
every one who had ever attempted that dif- 
ficult feat, and I hope we have discouraged 
him; but Ihave not much hope of any- 
thing discouraging him if he wants to run 
away. 

After a little while my attention was at- 
tracted by a bit of a girl at my elbow who 
would not keep her little tongue still, 
though her mother, poor woman, tried hard 
to keep the little chatterer still. “Papa!” 
®/she would lisp. ‘When is papa coming?” 
And the poor mother would try to hush 
her, while her own voice shook with 
emotion. But the little one kept on: 
“Papa! I want my papa.” Her mother 
let her look out of the window, and she 
was quiet for a minute; then I heard a 
little tinkling laugh, and a joyous cry of, 
“Papa! Isee my papa! I see my papa!” 
and the little hands were clasped in a child- 
ish ecstasy, and she looked towards the 
door, through which came a bullet-headed, 
brute-faced man, accompanied by a guard. 
He was obliged to pass them to meet the 


the laughing eyes filled with tears at such 
a slight, while the mother’s cheek flushed, 


a faint, expectant light as she looked 
towards the partner of her life ‘‘until death 
should them part.” The officer asked if 
any one there wished to see him, calling 
him by name, and as he motioned towards 
her by a backward movement of his thumb 
over his shoulder, she called, “here!” and 
he turned towards her; and the baby, who 
could be held no longer, flew to him, and 
springing into his arms as he stooped to 
meet her, wound her tiny arms around his 
neck, and kissed him, calling joyfully, 
“Papa! Papa!” 

I looked away from them, as their meet- 
ing was too sacred for my eyes, and looked 
to where a well dressed woman was sitting 
beside another who wore the checked ging- 
ham dress of the convict. They looked 
like sisters. Another mother and child 
had met the husband and father, who was 
a brutal-looking man, but who fondled his 
little one ina helpless way. His offence 
must have been of no mean kind, as he 


answered 13 months. Ten months and 
$100 fine, in default of which he had three 
months extra. Mothers were weeping over 
their boys, and sisters over their brothers. 
One girl in deep mourning, with a pale, 
patient, hopeless face, hardly took her eyes 
from the door, as she waited for some loved 
one who was longin coming. At last he 
came, old and sirestained, and sat by her 
.| side while she wept over him, her father, 
her grief bringing tears to his bloodshot 


eyes. 

Such a sad reception I had never attend- 
ed, and I was glad when the time came for 
the boat to bring us back. Glad also, I 
think, were the prisoners whose time was 
up, and who came up on the boat, free 
until some new crime, or old one repeated, 
should send them back. 

At six o’clock I took the train on the

While the proposition does 
not look very flattering to make money on 
this high cost wool, we think there is no 
fear of its going any lower, and a train of 
circumstances that may make it higher in 
the near future. 

OTHER FaRM PRODUCTS. 

Hay. ‘This article of Maine production is 
a drug, and wth the present outlook it will 
continue to be. There is only one kind 
that sells for a fair price, and that is the 
kind we like to find at home. Early cut 
and well cured amounts to more than other 
qualities. It matters not so much whetber 
hay is coarse or fine, if it was cut very 
early, green and sweet. Such hay is in 
demand at $15 to $17, while late cut, rusty 
hay sells at $10 perton. From this list of 
prices it stands those farmers in hand who 
intend to sell their hay to doa little work 
in June and the first of July, instead of 
August and September. 

REMARKS. 


It is evident now that a very great mis- 
take has been made by the farmers of the 
State of Maine, notwithstanding the oft 
repeated suggestions made by the Maine 
Farmer. Live stock is the only fuundation 
of Maine agriculture. 
we must have dressing. The hay and 
grain must be largely consumed on the 
farm, and when the farmers of Maine voted 
to go out of stock raising on account of the 
depression in the price of beef, it was a 
mistake, whichis apparent by the large, 
almost worthless bundle3 of hay in nearly 
every barnin Maine, and the very flatter- 
ing prospect of another heavy crop with- 


points to stronger prices in the future. 
‘The only remedy now is to correct the mis- 
take, by stocking up as soon as possible, 
and then carry a steady hand and not 
‘jamp out of the frying pan into the fire.”
